On dit that the Hongkong: and . Shanghai 
Bank may well “ plutne its feathers” at being 
+ the first European bank in China to which has 
been entrusted the “sacred” money of members 
of the Dragon’ Throne Her Majesty the 
Dowager Empress, famous as’ the, puissant 
Regent of China during the minority of two 


. Emperors, spreading over a period of at least 


twenty-five years, has, itis currently reported, 
at Jast taken the Hohpkong and Shanghai Bank 
under her protection by entrusting to its care 
two million taels out of her privy purse to serve 


‘asa Reserve Fund, and not to be touched unless 


under circumstances of dire necessity, Those 
disaffected to the present Manchu occupants of 
the Imperial throne say that this precaution has 
been taken in case of the Ta Ts‘ing dynasty 
being driven from the Throne and forced to see 
snfety under a forelpn flag. ‘It may, therefore, 
be nn accepted fact that so long asthe Ta Ts‘ing 
_ dynasty remains in power, so long will the Hong- 
, kong-and Shanghai Bank flourish at-Peking ; 
indeed this may be the first step towards its 
being chartered and formed into the recognised 
Government Bank of China. Thé present 
’ instance isa case in point that strange. things 
have happened and will happen in Ching, in 
defiance of all carcfully formed plans and theo- 
ries. F _ oe 
Apropos of the above, the, Viceroy Li Hung 
Chang is, reported also to: have: confided two 
‘hundred thousand taels into the keeping of the 
same! bank here, This step on the‘ part 
of the Grand Secretary has, its origin. on 
domestic grounds. It is not pérhaps generally 
known that this high official had+ two 
concubines, one of which died some years

Had he added, 
as I could have done, that it is no uncommon 
occurrence for men who have won'several classic 
events to get “Jumped off by n playful young- 
ster in a manner, the simplicity of which would 
have brought tears of laughter into the eyes of!
